Under the new ruling the postmaster Is not allowed to deliver 


papers to subscribers by mail, who have not expressly ordered their 


papers renewed, and the date printed upon the address label, m int 
show that the subscriber is not in arrears, or the paper will not be 


delivered, unless the publisher affixes a one cent stamp to each de­ 


linquent opy.
